THE REASON FOR HAIL 
AND SNOW EXPLAINED 
“Why. shoud it, hail instead of 
snow,” is a question that has no doubt 
puzzled many people. But. if we could 
examine a hailstone and a snowflake 
side by side, a clue to the answer 
would be found. : 
_ In the case of the snowflake the 
water is turned into a number of tiny 
crystals, while the hailstone is nothing 
more than a ball of ice. The snow has 
been formed, from water vapor; the 
hailstone is just frozen rain. . 
In the upper air there .is a large 
quantity of water vapor floating about. 
It is in the form of a colorless gas 
and so long as the air does not be- 
come colder the water remains. as 
vapor. . ‘ 
Air of a, certain temperature can 


+ hold a certain amount of water in the 


form . of vapor. If the air becomes 
warmer, it can hold more vapor; if it 
becomes colder it\cannot hold so much

Provision is made that any 
producer or other person dealing in 
eggs may delegate his right to candJe 
and frrade to the first wholesale or re- 
tailer to whom the eggs are shipped 
or delivered, in which case cases or 
containers must be marked with thie 
words “Ungradetl eggs for shipment 
only”, This regulation will not apply

A regulation which is of spécial im- 
port to producers is that which’ pro- 
vides for those receiving eggs on con- 
signment or buying eggs . for resale’ 
making returns for these eggs on the 
basis of the Canadian Standard grades, 
This particular regulation does not 
apply where producers market ‘their 
eggs .in less. than fifteen dozen lots in 
any one day.

Act now 
form what is perhaps the most com- 
plete and comprehensive legiglation; 
covering any particular food product.

In 
the case of late blight, loss results 
both from the blighting of the leaves 
and the consequent. failure of the 
tubers .to attain their normal size, and 
by the rotting of the tubers which 
follows an attack of the disease. These 
losses can be greatly reduced, if not 
ctitirely prevented, by careful” and 
thorough spraying with Bordeaux 
mixture. Applications of this spray. 
should be given whether the crop is 
being grown for “seed” ‘or for table 
stock,
